Tlie orjgmal foreranner of the list of Christian tombs and monnmienU 
now published wa.s a “ List of tnonumonts of historical but not archeological 
interest in the Punjab" which was tentatiTely compiled in 1890 by 
Mr. Charles Eodgers of Amritsar. On the basis of this list a series of 
District lists tvas prepared t)y the Public Works Department, and these 
were afterwaiAs rerised and combined into one list by the Homo Departnicnt 
of tho GoTernmont of ladia, This list was subsequently reeast and seat 
to Chaplains in the Punjab for check, and set up for publieation with a 
hbtori(kil iutroduetion contributed by Mr. E, D, Maelagan, I.C.S. This 
olHccr’s examination of the Hst, however, disclosed the fact tb^t it was ex¬ 
tremely incomplete, containing Indeed less than two hundred of the 1,100 
inscriptions contained in this volume, and was besides seriously inaccurate 
in its transcription of those epitaphs which it did contain. It was therefore 
decided to place an ofScor of the Indian Civil Service on special duty 
for four months to revise and complete the list, and this volume is the 
result of his labours. Only a few copies of the original list were struck off 
for record. Tlie reader who comes across one of those will do well not to 
trust to the accuracy of any inscription as given in it, liut in reading the 
introduction ho will recognise how much of what now follows is due both in 
matter and form to Mr. Maeiagan, and will join in the compiler of the 
revised work in his regret that the mass of now materials that he has obtained 
prevents him from printing the former introduction as it stands. The 
anungement of the present volume, mth the biographical notes relegated 
to a second part, is not an ideal one, but has been rendered inevitable by tho 
exigencies of time and type. And in referring to these notes the editor 
wishes to acknowledge his indebtedness to Mr. William de Eh4 Philipe of 
Simla, With iusignificant exceptions they consist of the records of the services 
of officers of the British or Indian Armies whp are buried in this country, and 
these have been supplied entirely by the researches of Mr. Philipe in the 
reconis of the Adjutant-General's office, and from tho private memoranda 
preserved by hirri in the course of a long service. To him also are duo the 
accounts of tho battles of the Sikh wars which are given-in the text. 

In point of antiquity the Christian monuments of the Punjab have 
nothing to show that fan compare with the Dutch and Portuguese inscriptions 
of tho 16th and 17th centuries which ace found in Madras and Bengal The 
British flag only crossed the Jumna in 1803 and the Sutlej in 1846, and. 
of the Christian adventurers who lived or travelled in the Punjab in the 
days before British rule the relics that remain arc of the scantiest. A tomb 
of au Englishman, who died in the latter half of the seventeenth century, u-as 
said to exist at Kabul, hut no trace of it could ho found by the Mission in 1905. 
There were Portuguese missionaries in Lahoie in the time of Akhar and Jahangir, 
but all trace of them and their works has long vanished, Armenians too- 
were throughout the days of the Mughabs busy travellers; we hear of them 
in Sirhind and Multan, and as far off as Kabul there wag found in the fltst 
A fg hn-n War a small Armenian community who presented their children 
to the English Chaplain for bayitism. But there is no trace of their monu¬ 
ments prior to the close of the eighteenth century. A few Armenian monumenta 
of this ^te anrvivc in the Deremao cemetery at Delhi, the earliest being that 
of Karo of Tiflis, who died in 1787. In the same cemetery are three early 
French inscriptions and a number of curious graves built in the Muhammadan, 
ityle and bearing Persian inscriptions, relics doubtless of the foreign mercenaries 
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in the Mahratta scnrice. Among them is the oldest Chiistian menu* 
jnent in the Punjab, the grave of Messiah, apparently a convert, whose 
touching epitaph relates how he left this world, friendless like his Master, 
on January 10th, 1783, But of the officers of the Mahratta service and 
the other adventurers and free-lances who made of the dehateable lands 
a happy hxmting ground but few monuments are left, ^e noble Be 
Boigno, Perron, the stout soldier debauched by pwer, Bourquien, “both 
fool and coward" as Skinner called hiin, alike found a resting place in 
IPrance. The infamous Sombre is buried at Agnx. George Thomas, the Irish 
sailor who reigned at Hansi and aspired to conquer the Punjab, sleeps at 
Berhampui in Bengal. Hopkijis, his gallant young Lieutenant, lies in an un- 
knonm grave somewhere in the Eohtak District. Five only of these soldiers of 

fortune are commemorated by any monument in the Punjab, of wliom three_ 

Deremao at Delhi and Ferez and Etienne at Gurgaon—are of no note. At 
Hansi is a tomb to the valiant Bernier irho fell in the siege that dethroned 
George Thomas ; the stone does not however mark his resting place, as it was 
found in a village by a member of the Skinner family. Most famous of all, 
James Skinner, founder of Skinner’s Horse, lies before the altar of the Church 
he built in Delhi. In the churchyard lies his warm fdend, TTUliam Fraser 
the Commissioner, who was assassinated in 1835. Theirs was a strange friend¬ 
ship between men whose character had much in common. On the one side mis 
the rough Scotchman whom Jacquemount describes as “ half Asiatic in his 
habits, but an exceUent man, irith great originality of thought, a metaphysi¬ 
cian to boot, and enjoying the best possible reputation of being a c^iuntry 
bear." On the other hand, the simple and gallant son of a Rajput mother, 
himself more than half oriental in nis habits of life, an eastern Dugald Dal- 
getty, careless of the side he fought on, but faithful tQl death to the salt he ate. 
It was told of Fraser that he accepted a Major’s commission under Skinner 
rather than an independent Lieutenant-Colonelcy, and the depth of Skinner’s, 
devotion is seen in the touching letter he wrote from Delhi to his friend’s 
brother a year after the ' sudden and melancholy loss of one as dear to me as 
life.’ “ I came here,” he writes, “ to have my church consecrated, which was 
done on the 21st instant, and a most handsome white marble tomb has been 
put over poor William. So you see, by the blessing of God, I have served Him 
and my friend too, whose memory and love remain linn in my old heart ; and 
I only wish that when I am no more I may be laid alongside' of him. In him 
I have lost the best friend I ever had in this world; and my friendship \rith 
the world ends with him. I only wish I were lying with him,” Less than 
six years, and his body was brought in from Hansi to rest besides that of his 
friend. All Delhi came out to meet it, and " none of the emperors,” said the 
people, " were eifer brought into Delhi in such state as Sikandar Sahib." 

The second generation of adventurers who took service with Eanjit 
Singh inive likewise left few memorials. Avitabile retired in good time to 
Haples, Yentura to Paris, and Court to his home in Southern Prance, Madame 
Ventura, however, lies in the cemetery at Ludhiana, and so does Dubignon 
who married her sister, The Yioomte Jean Louis Alexis do Facieu is buried 
at Ferozepore where ho di^ in 1843. His son, promoted by Ventura to his 
fathers post, left the Punjab in 1844 and took service mth the Bonnese 
Court. Allard died in Peshanur, and though no stone exists to his memory, 
contemporary evidence makes it certain that ho lies in the mausoleum in the 
grounds of Kapurthala House at Lahore by the side of his little daughter 
“ Mile, Marie Charlotte n^e le 12 Nov, 1820, ddeedde It 5 AvriJ 1827," 
who gives the house its name of the ‘ Kuii Bagh.’ His adopted, son, 
Achilles, Dr. Honigberger's patient, lies, it is probable, in the old Roman 
Catholic Cemetery hard by. Lahore must contain the dust of many of the 
foreigners who came to the coiart of Ran jit Singh. , ^me one of them must 
lie under the unnamed tomb in the Anarkali garden, and men remember to 
have seen graves in Muzang, possibly the tombs in the north oomcr of the 
compound of ‘ The Lawn ’ at Lahore near tho Mauj Darya shrine. Here, one 
may fancy, is buried the Mauritius Creole Henri Francois Stanislas de Larocho 
du Rot^ct who in December 1843 ' when intoxicated with liquor died of a fall 
from his horse at night * and was buried by his faithful Hussommat Fattch 
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Baldish * near the tower of Mauj Darya,' Under a big tree outaido the eastern 
wall of the Shahdara Serai is the foimdation of the tomb of M. Amlse, " ^Tnaa 
Farangi,’* who, as related by the traveller Masson, was assigned Jahangir's tomb 
as a residence by Eanjit Singh and whose death the Mnhauiroadaiis attribut¬ 
ed to the wrath of the Emperor at the desecration of his gmve by an infldeL 
Many of the officers in the Sikh service were killed by tb ei r own troops when 
the Funjab rose in 184S. At Uaripur the Viennese Amierlcan * Gommedan,' 
Canora or Canara, refused to move his guns at Chattar Singh's orders without 
James Alffiott’s leave, and fell shot through the baek by his men. The 
Resident, Sir Frederick Currie, thought it served him right, but Abbott 
tboughl othenvisc, and raised a tomb to his memory at Uaripur. John Uoliiies, 
the Imlf-castc bandsman who became a Colonel in the Sikh service, was killed 
by the Sikh troops at Baiiiiu in IS-tS, and lies in a nameless grave in Uaunu 
cemetery. Only the entry in the register tells us that grave Ko. 1 is Ms. 
He was at Bannn with Edwardcs, and it wm; a question bctw'een the latter a nd 
ReyncU Taylor whether Holmes’ Christianity was of a sufficiently pronounced 
lype to admit him to the ireekly services. As after his deatli claims for 
pension were put in by three mothers and two widoim, perhaps Edwardcs' 
scruples were not unfounded. Of other atlventnrcrs. Ford ivas killed by Sifch 
mutineers at Peshawar and Foulkcs at Matidi; McPherson was killial in the 
fight at Sidhu Hasam outside Multan, and is buried at Ahmadpur. At Sujan- 
pur in the Kdngra District is said to be the grave of O'Brien, one of the British 
deserters 'who took service with the minor Native CMefs. At Nurpur in the 
same District is the grave of the adopted son of Josiah Harlan, the Quaker 
from PMladelphia, who from Ran jit Singh s secret agent became Governor of 
Nurpur and Gujrat. Last of his race died the wonderful old. tiaveller and 
soldier of fortune, .iUem^ndet Gardner, at one time robber chief in Afghan¬ 
istan, at another a Governor under Itanjit Singh, who after a long retire¬ 
ment at Jammu wished to be borled w'ith Christian men, and lies in a nameless 
grave at Sialkot, 

Now leaving the men of other nations who lived and died in the 
Punjab, we retrace onr steps to follow by the tombstones of the dead, the 
advance of the British flag. Eleven British officers fell at Laswari and may 
possibly Ue in the old cemetery at Dariaganj under the cross to the memoiy 
of the nameless dead. But the earliest inscriptions at Delhi are those of 
Sergeant AValker ISOS) and Major Eagle flSIl i. Earlier than cither is the 
tomb of Captain Bagsliaw at Karual (1807), the garrison of which place had 
been strengthened in the previous year in anticipation of a mid by Eanjit 
Singh. T^t monarch's advance in ES09 to witMn 20 miles of our lines show's 
this to have been no idle precaution. 

The only traces of the Gurkha w'ar are to be found in the monument 
at Nahnn to four British officers who feU in the actions of Jampta and 
Jaithak. Ochtorlony, the victorious General, is said to be buried in tho 
oompouini of Ms house at Delhi, but no inscription remains to mark the spot, 
William Murray who distinguished himself in the Gurkha war is buried at 
Sabathu. Karnal was a big frontier cantonment from about 1830 to 18M when 
its unhealtMness caused ilte troops to be moved to Ambala. The church was 
taken down to be rebuilt in the new station, but its tower, erected by pri^^te 
subscription, was left, and now stands, containing several tablets formerly within 
the church. Ludhiana was early occupied as our advanced post upon the Sutlej, 
and the graves there date from 1913. Three graves here commemorate the 
terrible disaster of 1846 when the barracks of the uOth Regiment feH, crushing 
beneath it men, women and children. Not long after this the enntonment w» 
abandoned. The fort of Hansi was occupied from the Mahmtta war, the first 
grave after Major Bernier's bearing date 1826, Another old cantonment was 
that of Bharawas 'near Rewari, but no inscrintions remain to tell ns who Ues 
buried there. The hill of Sabathu was occupica after the Gurkha war of 1815, 
first as the head-quarters of thcNussceree Battalion of Gurkhas, afterwards as a 
cantonment for British troops, Tho earliest monuments bear date 1827, 
and in grave of John Dade we can recognise Jacquomont'a young officer 
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witli fire or sbc good reasons for dying ’* who died ifhen he was at Sabatbu ■ 
in October 1830, Here too li(s the litllc daughter of Henry Lawrence, the 
distinguished soldier General Adams, the explorer James Gerard, Colonel i 
Orchard, the valiant leader of the Ist Europeans, and Major-General Tapp, 
for many years Superintendent of Hill States, whose most prominent feature 
has given the name of Tapp's nose to one of tlie hills near l^sauli. Simla was 
not tLtken up as a station till 1S30, but the graves there date from a year earlier, 
A roHc of the first Afghan war is to he found at B ihawalpnr iu the grave of 
lieuteuant-Colonel Dufdn, deceased in 1S3S, erected by ms comrades of the 
Army of the Indus. At Forozepore, then our frontier station, is the tomb 
of an oMecr who died of wounds received at Jagdalak, and in a bazar at Rawal¬ 
pindi is that of Xdeutenant Frcre who died on the return march of the aveng* 
ing army. A rough t^ini on the 44th Hill near Gaudamuk marks the ]dacc 
of the last stand of the remnant who had won through the defile of the Kburd 
Kabul at Jagdalak. 

Between Forozepore and Ludhiana are the batlledelds where were de¬ 
cided the four great contests of the Sutlej eampaiga of 18-45-6,—^Mudki and 
Ferozshah near Ferozepore, Aliwal near Ludhiana and Sobraon on the Sutlej, 
30 miles from Ferozepore. Obelisks have been erected to nLark the scenes of 
encounter, hut with one exception (Lambert's tomb near Ferozshah) those 
whose lK>dic3 were not brought Into Femze(>ore lie in nameless and, save at 
Mudki, in untraceable graves. Tablets have been erected in Ferozepore Church 
(itself a memorial to those who fell in the war) giving the names of the olhccrs 
killed in the various battles, but unfortunately they are neither accurate nor 
complete.

In the opening fight at Hudkt on 13th December 1845 fell two ofHcers 
well known in the first Afghan war—Sir John HcCaskill and Sir Bobert Sale, 
Sir John HcCaskill, who captured Istalil from the Afghans, was shot through 
the heart leading his division to the attack ; no stone marks Ms resting place, 
and he may'lie beneath one of the two great masonry platforms in Mudki 
village underneath which are the bodies of the slain. Sale, the defender of 
Jalalabivd, had his thigh shattered by a grapeshot and died and was buried at 
Forozepore two days Later, while on the field of Ferozeshah the combined roar 
of 80 pieces of cannon saluted the jiartiag spirit of the hero of Jalalabad/’ 
This was indeed, as Sir Robert Peel said, ** that death to which he himself look¬ 
ed forward and which be coveted/’ 

T’wo days after Mudki was fought the more awful straggle of Ferozshah, 
When the sudden darkness of the short December day shut down on the 
British Army, part clinging desperately to the entienehments so hardly gained, 
part repulsed and rallying in the gloom, it wfw with a terrible sacrifice of life 
that even tMs doubtful success hod been won. Among the dead was George 
Broad foot, the Political Agent for the North-West Frontier, the strenuous spirit 
to whose precautions against Sikh aggression many at the time attributed the 
evil be sought to forestaU, He was struck in the thigh as he rode by the 
Govemor-Geacral’s side and dismounted, but mounted again and rode into the 
Sikh batteries to fall shot thiough^the heart. He lies in Ferozepore cemetery 
near his old commander at jaklabad* Sir Robert Sale, against whose counseis 
he had so often chafed. The pillar above his grave erected by his friend 
Colin Campbell describes him os “ the foremost man in ”—praise wliich 

had he lived his career showed every promise of his earning. His friend Have¬ 
lock fitly styled him one of Plutai^'s men/’ and he waf, as the brass erected 
in the Chui^ by the (^vernor-General records," the last of three brothem who 
died on the battlefields of Asia/* In the same cemetery Lies Ms Assistant, Peter 
Nicolson (Patrick, he is miscalled in his monument), and Major Fitzroy Somerset, 
Military Secretary to the Governor-General. Another of tho band of officers 
who rose into eminence in the political world in the30’s and 40 s, D’.ikrcy Todd, 
fell in the same battle. He had been the British representative at Hcrati hut 
bad been peremptorily recalled to military duty with Ms battery in 1841 
owing to his mthdrawal, as Lord Auckland thought, without sufficient reason. 
Ho 1^ just lost his young and dearly loved wife whose monument in Ambala 
cemetery oommemorates her death and his. Called auny, as he touchily said, 
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' fjrom the open gfave ” ho led his troop into action at Mudld and Porozahah 
and perished in the latter battle. “Amon^ the many that fell on that 
mournful day/' writes Kaye, " there was not a brayer soldier or a better man,” 

The battlefield of ALwal is marked by the monument erected there in 
1870, but the names of the dead are coinmemorated only in the tablet in 
Ferozeiioro church and in tho tombstone, intended for the hattlcileldt which 
now stands in a garden at Ludliiana. Pour young officers are commemorated 
in tho former, two from the IGth Lancers whose famous charge broke the 
sfiuares of the staunchest Sikh troops—Avitabile's own regiment. 

The Inst battle of the first Sikh war was that which drove the Sikhs 
from their cntreuehinents at Sobraon Into the Sutlej, Comnianding tho division 
on the British left foil Sir Robert Lick, who had led tho 42nd at Cuidad 
Rodrigo more than 30 years before. He was wont to say that ‘ the bullet is 
not moulded that will kill Bob Dick, ’ but he was none the less laid low by a, 
gi-apeahot, as the second lino sweeping on carried the Sikh trenches, and 
his body lies in F n-ozepore cemetery. On the extreme right, the 31st and 50th 
loot lost each two officers including Lieutenant-Colonel llyan of the 50th, and 
the 14th N. I. young Beatson not yet recovered from the wound he 
r^eivedat Ferozshah ; but the greatest loss ivas suffered by the centre 
division which charged three limes/our men mounting on each otlier’a shoulders 
to asKiil the ontreuchuients. Here fell Colonel CyrirCharles Taylor, command¬ 
ing a brigade, four officers of tlie 1st Europeans, and Kajor Fisher of the Sirmoor 
BattalLoa, a spoi'tsinan of renown in the forests of tho Bun. No trace of tho 
graves of the fallen remains on the battlefield ; some of the dead were brouohfc 
in to Ferozepre, but few monuments to their memory are to be found, and 
even tiie memorial bmss in Ferozepore Churcii omits more names than it gives. 
So ended the campaign of the Sutlej. Together with those who fell in it may 
be commemorated its historian Joseph Davy CLmningham. Ho served through, 
the war, and in 184S puljlished his Sistoiy qf th& Sikha, a work which com¬ 
mended itself so little to his superiors that he was scat back to military duty on 
the ground of having used in it information confidentially known to him in his 
official capacity. He died and was buried at Ambala iu 1851. 

The period of tranquility between the two Sikh wars is marked by 
the lonely grave of JIijjL'l'rjup at thp frontier post of Kukerian, by some 
graves at Jullundur, EEoshiarpur, ^ ikodar and h.angi'a where new cantonments 
were formed in the newly acquired Jullundur Boab, and by a few m-aves in 
Lahore where a British Resident was set to rule by advice a turbufent and 
yet unsubdued nation. The outbreak was not long delayed. A little more 
than two gear's after Sobraon Sir. Vans Agnow and Lieutenant Anderson, 
aent^to relieve of his charge ilulraj, the Governor of Itultan, were attacked bv 
the Sikli solffiery as they wem riding with him out of the fort. Wounded they 

Hdlraj no moyemont to tlieir and as 

evening fell tho crowd began to close around the mosque. On the morrow tho 
guns of tho fort opened on the Idgah, and by evening all the escort Imd desert¬ 
ed except the faithful Sardar Kahn Singh, and a few horsemen and munsliis 
and servants. For the rest, in Edwardes' words:—

Some oUior wratrt 
discbar^d a moAet into the lifolws body. TLen Andersoa was Lacked to death with awords; and 

aftorwat^ the two Wi« were dragged outside and alaehed and ineiltod by the orowd, tho^ left 
all mght nodor the sky. ww mih 
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Of the cojnliiiied moTcnient against Mnliaj inspired by genius of 
Sdwardes, the only memorial is the grave at Ahmadpur of Hamish McGtc^ot* 
McPherson, commandant of one of the tegular regiments of the Nairab of 
IBaUarnilpm', who fell at the victory of Sidhu Hasam, won on July 1,18-i8, by 
the troops under Edwardcs, Lake and Cortlandt. The force under Goneml 
TThish took up a position before Multan in the August following, and the 
was taken in January of the following year. Numerous scattered graves com* 
memorate the officers who were killed in the mege, and in the I*ort a stately 
monument covers the resting place of Agnew and Anderson, and records the 
fuldlment of their last prophetic words. 

While Multan was under siege the campaign of the Punjab was pursu¬ 
ing its course further north. At the first action, the cavalry skirmish of Ram- 
nagar, fell four officers whoso names aro recorded in a tablet over the entrance 
of an old summer residence of Banjit Singh, and whose bodies are buried in the 
adjoining gaitlen. One was Subadar Major Mir Sher Ali of the 8th Light 
Cai’alry who fell lighting at the age of 76 The others were Colonel M’^illiam 
lovelock. General Cureton and Captain Pitzgerald. The first was the elder 
brother of Henry ITaTclock, and liis early exploits in the Feninsula have been im¬ 
mortalized by Napier. It was lie who when the Spanish troops stood irresolute at 
Vera 35 years before, *' taking off his hat called on the Spaniards to follow him, 
and putting spurs to his horse ck'Ored the abattis at a bound." ** The soldiers,** 
adds Napier, shout!ng for el cbico hlanco, the fair boy, so they called him, for 
he was very young anJ! had light hair, with one shock broke through the 
French.” It was the same inii>etuous Havelock who now led the 14th Light 
Dragoons in tbe msh charge into the sandy river-hed where they suffered so 
severely. He was last seen surroimdcd by the enemy, his left arm half 
severed from his body, with the right dealing furious blows at his antagonists. 
Not until some day.s after the fight was his mutilated body recovered, Cureton 
who saw the rashucss of the charge was galloping to stop it, hut on his wa^ 
'iras shot through the heart hy a SikJi concealod.in a ravine. Of three of his 
sons who seiwed in the Sikh wars two afterwards rose to distmetion; the third 
found a soldier’s grave at ChilHauwaht, where his horse carried him into the 
ranks of the enemy. 

No British officer was killed at the artillery duel of SadcjlapuT, and 
the battlefield monument, which has the form of a cross, bears the names of 
tivo native officers only. The grave of a Brahmin and a Sayyid the villagers 
caU it, and they may he right. 

The terrible day of CbilUanwala, with its PjTi'hic "^ietory that sent 
Sir Charles Napier out in hot haste to relieve Lord Gough, is the best com¬ 
memorated of me Punjab battlefields. The graves of our dead were enclosed 
by a stone wall in 1851, except those of the rank and. file of the 34th Foot 
who were not brought in to be buried nith the rest because their comrades 
could not hear the dLstressing sight. Three masonry platforms some distance 
off mark where they lie. An obelisk was erected within the enclosure on the 
site occupied by our Field Hc^ital during the battle, and an inscription in 
four languages tells in Homeric phraseology, how ' on both siiifisi innumerable 
warriors passed Irom this life dying in "mortal combat.’ A beautiful cross 
erected by Lord Mayo in 1871 records the names of the officers, British and 
Indian, who fell ou that terrible Jaumry day. The 24th Foot lost. 12 officers 
including Lieutenant-Colonel Robert Brookes who had just returned from 
furlough and a recent maniage to cliarge at the head of the corps, and the 
Pennycuieks, father and son, the one commanding the brigade and the oHter an 
Ensign of 17. The latter seeing a Sikh slashing at his father’s body rushed 
to the rescue and stood bestriding it until he fell shot to the heart. A sepamte 
monument on the battlefield and a tablet at Sialkot commemomte them. Of 
the other brigadiers who commanded at GhilKanunla the unfortunate Pope 
was severely wounded and died at Knsauli in the following April; and Monn- 
tain died a few years later at Fatcbgarh, and is commemorated by a tablet at 
Simla. A sepamte moniunent near the obelisk mmrks the grave of Major 
Ekins, Deputy Adjutant-General ol the Army, at whose grave Lord Gough wept 
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for soTTOvr. Among tlm dead wtosc resting places are not diatingmslicd is 
the ^Uant Major Christie of the Hersc Artillery, hurled at the request of 
his deroted battery in the same trench as the rank and file, and Bamfield of 
the 69th NatiTC Infantry who fell mortally wounded in the arms of his son. 

In connection with this battle a melancholy interest aihiches to the gruTc of 
Lieutenant-Colonel King. He in eommantl of the 14th Light Dragoons who 

retreated so dl^tronsly, and unfounded reports were put about as to his Conduct 
on that occasion. They arc sufficiently answered in Thacicwell's Seoond Hkh 
War ; but at the time he appears to have lacked the support from his superiors 
that he (Icserrcd, and on the release by the Coinmander-in-Chief of an insolent 
trooper of his regiment, he took his own life. His grave at Lahore erected 
by the non-commissioned officers and men of his regiment half reveals a 
tragedy whose bitterness may only be guessed at. 

Our losses at the crowning mercy of Gujiat were comparatively slight. 

No monument is needed to mark the lidd of battle, wliicli was around the 
tonm of Gujrat, but the dead lie interred in a small enclosure near by. Among 
them is the tomb of Captain Anderson of the Bengal Artillery, who had been 
at the siege of Multan and marched bis men 60 miles in -IS hours to join the 
Nortbern Force, It is worthy of note that of aU the Christians slain in the 
Punjab Campaign but four were buried without Christian rites. The credit 
for tills is due to the Cbaplabi, the Reverend W. J. Glutting, who at Sam* 
nagar drew on himself the Silffi fire in his frequent attempts to recover Colonel 
naveioek's body, and after Chilinnwala obtained from Lord Gough an escort to 
enable Mm to recover the bodies of the fallen. Two tablets in the null of 
JuUundur church to the memory of officers killed in the storming of the 
heights of Dullah on the 16th January 1849 bring to mind an almost forgotten 
ineideiit of the second Sikh war. 

After the annexation of the Punjab it is to the Frontier that we turn 
for the graves that mark the onward progress of the At 

Kohat the grave of Ensign Sitwell (the brave boy whose courage called forth 
the praise of Sir Charles "Napier and deserves a less x>ompoas memorial) com¬ 
memorates the expedition of 1850 against the Kohat Pass Afvidis, the same 
clans that "destroyed" poor Michael Heaiy buried at the same place. The 
inscription luirdlv needetl to have gone on to specify his nationality. At 
Haripur ai-e buried Messrs. Carne and Tapp, the officers of the Salt Department 
whose murder in 1851 was the cause of the first Black Mountain expedition. 
In the same vear was murdered Captain Grantham at Peshawar, and in 1853 
Mackeson, “ the beau ideal of a soldier," fell by the hand of an assassin. The 
monument opposite Peshawar Court-house which covers his Ijody worthily 
records his fame. 

There arc no other monuments of special interest before the Mutiny ■ 
Tear. To 1857 the Punjab cemeteries bear grim witness, cMeily. of course, I 
those of Delhi, where over 60 inscriptions commemorate the victims of 
massacre or those who fell in the struggle for the city. The former are for 
the most part commemorated in tablets in St. James Chiii'ch, the only graves 
of the murdered being those of the Thompson family in the old cemetery, of 
Miss Clifford in the Cashmere Gate cemetery, and two graves on the Bidgc 
sacred to the memory of foui‘ officers of the 54tb Native Infantry murdered 
at the main gmud at the Cashmere Gate. Those who fell in the siege lie for 
the most part in the Bajpura cemetery, but some are buried in tho Cashmere 
Gate cemetery, and there are isolated graves near Hindu lino's bouse and in 
the Sadr Bazar. 

A list of the actions of the siege of DclM and of the officers killed 
between May 30tb and September 20tb, 1867, is given on the Sfntiny 
momorial that crowns the Ridge, but it is by no means coDiplete, It is ht'aded 
Tritb the name of Nicholson, who lies under a simple stone in the Cashmere 
Gate cemetery close to Greathed, Agent of the Idcutenant-Govcmor with the 
Force who died four days before Mm. Next come the names of Colonel 
Chestt^ and his Aide-ds-Camp Captain EusseU, Mllcd by the samo cannoB 
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shot at the battle of Badli kL Serai on June 8th, and of Captain Belaraaip 
fell in the same encounter, all three bimed in the Rajipiira cemetciy. No 
stone remains to mark where lie Captain Fagan and Iiientenant Hhdebraiid 
(killed in the breaching batteries on September 13th and 7th lespeclively) or 
liieiitenants Perkins (killed in the action of the Rindun on May 31st) or 
Tandy i killed in the assault on the Cashmere (Jatc). Lieutenant Dickena is 
buried in the Rajpura cemetery, but Salkeld, the hero of the Cashmere Gate, 
though commemorated on the scene of his prowess, lies in an unknown gruTe, 
as also does Captain Grecnsill, shot accidentally by a sentry (or some said 
by a brother officer) on July 20th, The graves of Surgeon Moore (mortally 
wounded at the Hindun) and of Lieutenant-Coloncl Yule (killed in the attack 
on the rear on June 19th) are unknown, and the only other memorial to 
Lieutenants Pogson, Webb and Mountsteven of the 8th (the first two mortally 
wounded at the Wahw Bastion, the last at the action of Sabzimandi on June 
9th), is a stone in the wnll of the Cashmere Gate cemete^. Lieutenant Brad* 
shaw fell in the street iightiug after the capture of the Cashmere Gate, 
leading a rush of the 52nd on a gun j Captain Amlrews and Ensign Napier 
were the one killed, the other mortally w’oundcd at the ^tion of the Hindun; 
Lieutenant York was mortally wounded while repulsing the^ at hick on the 
Sabzimandi nice}net: all these lie in nameless graves; Captain Law' f killed 
on July 23rt1), Lieutenant Travers (mortally w'ounded in the attack on the 
Alii>ur picquet on August 2nd) and Lieutenant Lumsden killed at Najaf- 
garh) arc buried in the !Raj]nu:a cemetery, as also is Ensign Wheatly, killed 
at Hindu Bao’s house. Ensign Walter (who died of a sunstroke got in. the 
Sabzimandi action of July 18thI and Lieutenant Bitiwne (killed in the attack 
on the right batteries on August Cth) lie in unknown graves. Ensign Davidson, 
killed at the Jlori breach, and Lieutenant Humfray, mortally wounded in the 
city on September 15th, are buried in Kajpum cemetery, Ilere ako lies 
Quentin Battye, second in command of the Guidra, who fell in the cactien of 
June 9th. He was one of 10 brothere of whom three lie in the cemeteries 
of the Pun jail, — Quentin at Delhi, Wigram and Frederick at Mardan. llis 
last words l)ulce et deoorum pro pairia mori arc engraven on bis tomb, and are 
a fitting motto for his race. Lieutenants Mmvay, killed in the assault, and 
Bannerman, who fell on Septemimr 7th, have nameless graves : Lieutenant 
Humphrys, mortally ivonaded on June 19 th, and Ensign PMllips, killed at the 
Bank House on September 16th or 17th, lie in Hajpui'a cemetery, as do Dely 
Gabbett Tjder and Elkington of the 61st, Dely and Tyler are not mentioned 
O'n the moniinicnfc. There is no tombstone to Captain Knox (killed at the 
Flagstaff Battery) or to Lieutenants Fitzgerald (killed at the Mori breach), 
Harrison {killed at Badli ki Serai on June 8th and buried on the field of 
battle) and Briscoe (killed in the attack on the Lahore Gate), or to Lieutenant 
Crozier (killed in the Sabzi Mandi on July IStli), Major Jacob, commanding 
the 1st Bengal Fusiliers (who fell at ^e Mort brea^) is buried at Rajpura, 
Captain McBarnet of the same regiment who led the attack on Kishanganj 
on September l-4th lies with his men near, where he fell in the Sadr Bazar. 
Lieutenant Speke, shot at the same time os Nicholson, lina no monument to 
mark his grave, but Lientenaut Sherriff, mortally wounded at the capture of 
Ludlow Costlo Battery, seems to have two (Nos, 103 and 104) which are placed 
on graves in different parts of the Rajpura cemetery. Lieutenants Jackson 
and Gambier are buried in Rajpura. 

This closes the list of officers given on the monument. By a strange 
omission it leaves out the name of Sir Henry Barnard, buried in Rajpura. 
It also omits Lieutenant Alexander who had come to Delhi 'with stores and 
served with the besieging force as a Volunteer, Lieutenant M'alker, Captain 
Gore Willock (another Volunteer who died of typhoid), and Lieutenant 
Somerville, all of whom are buried in Rajpura, and a considerable number of 
others. 


Four monuments in Delhi city commemorate special lucidents of the 
siege. On the city w all between the Kabul and Lahore Gates a tablet marks 
the spot where Nicholson met his death>wonnd. A tablet on the Cashmere 
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Gate tells the heroic stoiy of its assault, and over the ^te of the old Ifagazmo 
arc written the names and deeds of the nine resolate ^Englishmen of its 
ganison. RnaHy, an obelisk in front of the Telegraph OMce tells hovf the 
electric telegraph saved India. Yet, more than ail one memorial haunts the 
mind as we leave Delhi, the Cross in the old cemetery in memory of 1857, 
fiacred to the memory of those whose nameless graves lie around " Violenco 
shall be no more heard in thy land, wasting nor destruction within thy 
borders^ Eor the Lord shall be their Everlasting Light and the days of thy 
mourning shall be ended.” 

^ith the Delhi Keld Eorce should bo mentioned General Anson, the 
Comroander-in-Chief, who died and was buried at Karnal on his way to Delhi. 
His remains were subsequently taken to England, and no monument marks 
their tempoTary resting place. Colonel Hallifas of the 75th Foot who also diial 
on the march to Delhi lies buried hero. Other memorials of the story of Delhi 
are to be found at Simla in the graves of Lieutenant'Colonel Murray Mackenzie, 
Identenant Edward Salwey and Colonel Herbert Garbett, and at Knsauli in 
those of Captains Robert Xlunt and Alexander Chancellor j all of these died 
from the effeet of wounds received at Delhi. At Simla also is buried Colonel 
Keith Young, Judge Advocate*General of Bengal, whose diary and correspond¬ 
ence arc a valuable authority on the siege. 

In the Ptmjol) apart from Delhi the first outbreak was the rising 
at Hissar, Hansi and Sirsa on ifay 29tb, commemorated in the monument at 
Hissar and graves at Hansi and Sirsa. On June , 7th the regiments at 
Juiiundur mutinied and marched for Delhi, and at Ludhiana is the grave 
of Herbert Dumford, who died from the effect of wounds received in defend¬ 
ing the bell of arms of his company. At Jhehim the native troops rose on 
July 7th, and in the first unsucoessful action against them fell Francis Spring 
of the 24tli Foot, who is buried there. The example of mutiny was followed 
two days later at Sialkot where the whole station was overrun, only those sur¬ 
viving who were able to make their way to the Fort. The little graveya^ 
under the Fort holds the remains of Brigadier Brind and other victims of the 
massacre. The mutineerG mode off towards Delhi and were overtaken and des¬ 
troyed by Nicholson at Trimmu Gbit. At GurdiiSpur are the graves of some 
solihers of the Bengal Horse Artillery and Her Majesty’s o2nd who fell in this 
action. The only other outbreak in the Punjab was that in Montgomery, then 
the Gngera District. This was not as elsewhere a military revolt, bat a rising 
of the turbulent cattle-lifting tribes of the Ravi, unused for centurie.s to any but 
a casual submission to authority, Mr, Berkeley, an Extra Assi.stant Commis¬ 
sioner, w^ patrolling the scrub when Ms jiarty was surprised by the enemy, 
and he, his horse falling into a quicksand, was cut off and fell fighting to the 
last. A cross in front of the Court-house at Montgomery records his gallant 
death. 

Before leaving the Mutiny year must he mentioned one of the great 
heroes of the Punjab, Henry Laivvence, killed in the defence of Lucknow, 
whose memory is kept^^een in bis old province by tho ioiitary School at 
Murree and by the Military Asylum which he founded at Sana war. There 
are tablets in memory of Mm, Ms wife, his little daughter who lies at Sabathu, 
and Ms son Alexander w'ho is buried at Simla. 

The next event of importance to wMch the Punjab cemeteries bear ivit- 
ness Is the Ambela camx>aign of 1863. Most of the dead lie in the old cemetery 
at Mardan, but some are to be foimti at Nowshera and Peshawar, At Kohat is 
the grave of the officer killed in the action ivith the Bazotls in 1S68. The 
advance into Afghanistan in 1878 is oommemorated at Pt^hawar by the graves 
of Birch and Fitzgerald who fell at AJi Masjid, and by the tablet in Abbott- 
abad Church to Powell, killed in the Kurmm Valley; and the massacre of the 
Cavagnari expedition on September 3rd, 1S79, and the heroic death of the escort 
of the Guides is borne witness to by the Kabul memorial arch at Mardan 
and the tablet to Sir Fierrc Louis Napoleon Cavagnari in Kohat 
Church. Those who died at Kabul lie in the walled cemetery of tho Sherpnr 
Cantonment, hut the tombstones have been taken off, and are now stored in a 
small hut in a comer of tho cemetery, and many of them are broken. 
At Mardan lies Wigtam Battye of the Guides, killed at Fatahabad. 
O’Renny, mortally wounded at the forcing of the Zawa Pass, is buried at 
Kohat, and Gamble lies at Land! Kotal. In Ahbottabad Chinch ia a tablet to 
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Johu Cook who fell near Kabul at the end of 1S79. Colonel O’Bryen who 
died in AfglianJbtan in ISSO lies in the Jamrood Eood cemetery at Peshawar. 
The Black Mountain e.^pe^tion of 1SS8 is recorded in the grarcs of Legh 
Bichmoucl Battye and others at Abbottabad; the expedition of 1893 against 
the Kohistanis by the grave of Major Danieli at CMlas i the Cbitral relief 
expedition in the monument at I^owsheca, the graves of Prcderick Battye 
and Peebles at Mardan, of Boss who lies in a lonely grave at Gilgit, of Bliss 
and Ubsdell at Drosh, and of Baird in Chitral Fort. At Dera Ismail Khan are 
graves of officers kill^ in Wazirlstan between 1894 and 1909. Then comes 
the camitaigiL of 1S97» opened by the bloody catastrophe of Moizar, commemo- 
latcd by the wooden crosses at Datla KheL In a little over t^vo months the 
flame of revolt burst out in the north, and the attack on the Malokand is 
recorded in the graves at Malakand and Mardtm. An inscription on the 
rock of the old Buddhist road marks the spot where Willoughby Taylor met 
his death, saving the garrison from being overwlielnied in the tlrst surprise. 
A very small proportion of those who fell in this can)|]aigt] found a resting 
place in Brili^ soil, and the rest lie m graves carefully hidden to secure them 
from desecration. At Kohat are buried the officers wbo fell at Bargoi, and 
Bichmoud lilotfat Battye is buried at Para Cbinar. Sir lienry Havelock Allen 
lies at Bawnlpiudi, end a rtmgh stone, not far from All Masjid, preserved to 
mark the sjiot where he was shot while rashly riding in advance of the troops. 
In the Taiknl esmetery, Peshawar, lies Lieu^nant-Colonel Houghton, killed at 
the Shin Kamar Pass, General Yoitman Biggs, Lieutenant-Colonel O'Brycn 
killed at Agrali ^ while Major Hickman lies buried at Jheliiin. Tluse arc all 
the graves of the killed in this campaign which ate known, nor do the tablets 
in the charehes of the two Provinces adequately supplement them, The 
catalogue of war is closed by the death of Captain Dow'n, I'olitit al Agent of 
the lochi, killed in a border skirmish in the Shaptu Talley in 1912, and buried 
at Bannu. and by a small but expousivc act of long defended justice in the 
taking of tlie nest of outlaws at Gumalti, whicli added two more to the tomb¬ 
stones in Bannu cemetery. 

A roll of death sadder than that in battle is the Iht of those w'ho have 
perished on the Frontier by assassination. The next after Mackeson so to 
fall was Lieutenant Hand, shot near the Khyhcr Pass in 1857. Two years 
after Major Meclmm was murdered while travelling in a dooly between Bannu 
and ICohat near Latammar where a incaument marks the spot; he is buried at 
Bannu. Major Adams, Deputy Commissioner of Peshawar, and Lieutenant 
Ommanney of the Otiides were marderei in 1865 : the former is buried in the 
Taikal C;?meter.v at Peshawar; the latter's grave has not been found. In 
1867 Charles B jon, tlie manager of a travelling circos, was induced by an 
Afghan to cross the border and then treacherously shot: an almost oblitorat ed 
stone In the Jamrood Iloatl cemetery at Peshawar records his fate. The same 
cemetery holds the remains of Major Macdonald, murdered at Michnt by Moh- 
mands in 1873. The graves of Surgeon Smith and Lieutetiant Kinloch, mur¬ 
dered on the Zaimukht Piontier in 1879, have qpt been found; but in the Taikal 
cemetery at Peshawar lie Captain Fulford mumered in 1882, Mr. Boss murdered 
in 1897, and Jive others i Captain Bar well. Bandsman Leighton, fneutenant- 
Colonel Lel[ irchant, Mr, Gunter, Lieutenant Green) assassinated between 
February 1393 and March 1990. There is in Kohat Church a tablet to 
Lieutenant Simond killed by Dauri fanatics in 1895, and to Lieutenant- 
Colonel Harman who lost iua life at Wana in securing a fanatic who attacked 
the m(ss. Finally, at Dera Ismail Khan lies Captain Bowring, Political Agent, 
assassinated at Satwakai in 1904. 

Before leaving the Frontier one other inscription deserves special 
notice. At Dera Ismail Khan lies buried Sir Henry Durand, Lieutenant' 
Governor of the Punjab, killed at Tonk in 1871, by his elephant being driven 
through a gateway too low to admit its passive. An inscription over the 
gateway records the sad event. 

East of the Indus the record of the country for the last half century has 
been one of peace, and save for the Bharmaala earthquake of 1905 the tuonu- 
xneuts bear witness to no strildug events, unless we may except the Kuka 
rising of 1872 and connect it with the name of Sir Thornos Douglas Forsyth, 
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commemoraKid at Falampur. Among whoso names are recorded in the 
inac^tioiis of this perloa may be mentioned that of James Bruce, Bari of Elgin 
and Eincardine, in the churchyard at Bharnmla which oontai^ the graves 
of the victims of tho earthquake of 1905. A tablet which was in tho ruiuod 
church records the memory of William Dcladcld Arnold, brother of tho poet> 
and his wife, so touchingly commemorated in the stanzas from Carnac and a 
* Southern Night,* of whom the one died at Gibraltar, the other at Eangra

In the church of Palampur, likcmse destroyed hy the earthquake, stood 
a tablet to Sir Thomas Forsyth who as Commissioner of JulLundur fouudod 
this little station, now also deserted. He was Deputy Commissioner at Ambala 
when the Mutiny broke out aud did good service there, both in keeping the peace 
and in sending aup]>Hcs to Delhi. Afterwards he took part in suppressing tho 
mad rising of the Kukas in IS 73, At Lahore are buried Colonel Waee, Finan¬ 
cial Commissioner, Alejcander Anderson and Robert Clarke of the Indian CivE 
Service, General Vouidon and Bishop Matthews. At Amritsar lies Gore Ousely, 
Financial Commissioner, aud Robert Clark, 50 years* Missionary. At E twal* 
pindi lies Bishop Milinan of Calcutta, at Ifurree John Anderson, Judge of the 
Chief Court, at Ambala General Gott, and at Simla Surgeon'General Beatson. 
Miss Tucker (A. L. 0. E.) lies in the small Indian Christian cemetery at Batala. 
Nor has the Punjab been unmindful of great men whom a happier fate has left 
to die in their own country. No church contains any tablet to John Lawrence, 
but Im statue on Lahore Mall still offers the people of the Punjab their choice 
-to be governed by sword or pen; a memorial cross in front of the Secretariat 
recalls Sir Donald McLeod, Lieutenant-Governor of the Punjab; aud in Lahore 
Cathedral are tablets to EcyncB Taylor, Rohert Montgomoiy and Charles 
Aitchison, great names in the history of the Province ; to Thomas Valpy 
French, first Bishop of Lahore, who died at Muskat, a lonely witness of the 
Kingdom of Christ,' and to Sir Samuel Browne, At Mardan the memory 
of Sir Harry Lumsdeu who raised the Guides is fitly enshrined. 

So from Delhi to Kabul and from GOgit to Eajanpur have we sown the 
Punjab for a hundred years with the bones of our bravest and what the harvest 
will be we still know not. For them in parting, and for us, the words of the 
old Athenian ring as true to-day as they did twenty-three centuries ago: 

1 woald liaVQ joa fix jdtu- cj'ca upon the grBitaeaa of jour comitrj, until yoo. boconu 
with tlio loTO of hw; and whon hor stiTfl jour hoart, roBiut that thia Bmpira has bdoa won hy 
men who knew their duty and dorad to do it; who la the hoar of h^ttlo fund ever tho fe»r of diegrnoo 
before tholr eyes, and who, did they fail, loat erarythioi; before hoimar, and freely gave their Uvea ti» 
their country as the bsst offering they canid pDuent Tha aaoriEca which they m tepud t<s 

each One of them; for they received agiun eaoli oaa for hintaeli a praise whioh grow^ not old, and 
the nobteet of all sopnlclirra,^! apeak not of tirat in whioh their rotiuias am UiiA hat of that in 
which their glory earvivos, and la over and anon proalaliuad in ward and ds^ ffer tho whole earth 
is the aopaltiira of famous men t not only in their owo country do tombe and insonptiQna keep thear 
memories green, but the wide world ever there dwolla an, tintrrittoa msmaiial of them graTeo out on 
otone, but m tho hearts of men. 

And not only for the famous men that have left a name behind them 
that tholr praises might be reported is this remembrance engraven in our hearts, 
but for all the nameless d^ad of our race which have no mcmoiiaL

To these names may be added that of Ldenteiiant Jatnea Brockman, 
of Her Majestj^s 50th Bogimetit, who disappeared about thie 
time and was, la fact, the first Britieh Officer who lost his life 
in this war. This jonng offioer had, after the mwnch of the 
troops from Ludhilna to join the Army of the Sutlej, been 
permitted to retum to that station to look after hie baggage^ 
which had been accidentally loft behind, and he was never 
afterwards floen by any one in the re^naent It wa* eobse^ 
quentlj asoertain^ that^ when bnrrying forward to rejodn 
his regiment, ha was in^cepted and kif^ by some of the 
enemy near the fort of Wadni, on or nhmt the 17ih Do* 
cember 1845. 

The Battle or Mnoii. 

On tha nth Decern^ 1S45 the Bflch Army crtK^ the Sutlej 
and took up a pomtioD near Farozepore^ Immediately on receipt 
of intelligenoe of this invasion ibe British foroaa in the Upper 
Piovinoeft, hastily organised in brigades and divishniB, were 
pnt in motion for the purpose of repelling it, and the troopa 
which had been staiionad at Amb jla ai^ Ludhidoa, having 
imited at Basulan, reached Mndld at noon on the 18th, after 
a long and e^nsting march of ei|fhteei] mdea. SdEiroalyp 
however, had they encamped when it was annontbced that 
a portiotL of the Sikh Army, which had moved forward for the 
purpose of opposing their further advance, wae dose at 
handf and the Cemmander-in-Chisf^ Sir Hugh Googhp 
immediatdj poshing forward with the em^ fotce under hte 
CommanA them about two miles from that place. 

The battle which etisned began with a heavy caimonai^ on 
both sidosj dormg which the advandng British In&ntry 
enlered severely fretn the fire of the Sikh gaos i to ci«lsr 
a divonnotn, thereforo, a body qf cavalry (oomprielng the ^ 
light Dragoons, the Governor-GeiierAl’H Body-Gnard, the 
5th Bengal Light Cavalry and pari of the 4th) a 
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movQtifltit oa tils osciu^’b loft, ^tud tonuiig tt&t Hau^, Ewopi 
olim^tho Fsu of his infantry and gnzts, Bdenciiig tiu latter for 
a tuw and driving ths whiolo of bia takTob^ off At 

thfl )3un6 tnns tiiB &tli Irregnlar Cavalry and ths romundoE 
cd ths 4tb L^bt Cavalry mado a corFosponchug nurvornfliiit on 
tbo Sikh i^bt, vhils the firiti^ in&ntiy, ^vaocing ia 
Echelon of buss, drove tiie Sikbs fmm ynyitinp to pgoitioii:, 
nndl increasing darku^ pat a period to the cdnBict, the 
Sikhs eventually drawing oft with the Ices of Bevonteezi out 
of the forty guns which they had hroaght into the fleld. The 
loss on crtir Bids amounted to 215 killed and 657 woond^ the 
principal Boffiorert bmne the 3nJ Light Dragoons (60 killed 
and 36 wounded), the Slrt Foot [25 IdUad and 132 wounded}, 
and the 50tb Foot (13 JdUed and 97 woutided). '

Os the day ataxeeding the battle el Madid Sir Hagh Geagh 
was peinferoed bj tbe arrival ef two leginients of BTitis]i and 
two of Native Imantry^ two compames of Artillery^ fkad fiemte 
heavy gnus, and on the 21st Deeomber he mov^ forward 
for the parpotia of aseailing the Sikhs in their entreoched 
podGon aroand a village nsaally etj'led Ferose&liah ar 
ebahr^ bat thereal name of which appears to have been i’/ieru* 
AtMkrIwaia bo was joined by theG^oopsfrom Forosepore^ 
organised as the Foaith Dlvidon of the Army of the Sutlej 
and oommandod by Major-General Sir John 
■ad at throe o^olook id the afiemoon the combined forces 
moved forward to the attack. In the ^position for tho 
assault (which was dcHvored on the western amL partially, on 
the soatbem &oos of the entmnehmeat) the Fourth Division 
placed on the osetreme left, and this part of the operadaus 
was left eatmdy to the contro-l of Sir John Littler; to the right 
of the Fourth camo the Third DiTision, now (in consequence 
of the death of Sir John hTCaskill on the liold of Mudki) 
commanded by Brigadier N. Wallaoe j and to the right of tlio 
Third was plaoed the Second Division, under the Commaud 
of Sir Walter Ealaigh GUberi: the First Division, under tim 
Commaiid of Sir Harry Smith, which had bomo the brunt 
of tho hattio of Mndki, was kept in wservc. The three 
divisionE last named were orgamecd in two wing% the right of 
which was dUocted by Sir Hugh Gough himselfp the 

left was controlled by Lieutenant-Geucml Sir Henry Hardinget 
the Govcmor*General, who had volunteered his scrvicea aa 
SeQgnd-in-CniuTnnnd, The aBsauU waa begun hj iho Divi- 
aion nndcr the conummd of Sir John litGcr, and tho fortiin- 
of WOT placed it in oppo&liton to what proTed to bo the 
Strongest pert of the Sikh posiGoa ^ it advanced eteadily to the 
attack under a most filing and destmctiTe dre of grape and 
cazuster, and tho lea&sg Brigade (Her Majesty's 62nd Foot 
and the 12th and 14th Bengal Nntive I^untry) snstaiued 
heavy lo6S» the ranks appearing to molt away nndcr the terrOiki 
hail of lead and iron, hist in opite of every eiertioii it could 
net win Ita way into tho enttenohment, and Brig^er Heed, 
who commanded the Brigade, percedving that it was orpooed 
te a destrui^ve Ere to parpoee^ ordered it to retinv 
which it did iu almoet as good oi^er as that in wbi(^ it bad 
advanced. In the menntimo the Second and Third DivisionB 
had advanced under a Ere almost ae destruotivo as that to 
which the Fourth had been erposed^ and with matchli^ 
gaLtontry '* carried the batteries oppoobd to them at the point 
of the bayonet, bat the enemy ooula be drivea do furi^r thou 
their camp in rear of the baGcrieSt from whidi they main'pun* 
ed a heavy and is eplte of the most heroio effort a 
portion only of the ontrcncbnient waa woil The Firat Dili- 
son, which had Imn kept in r^erve, woe also puebed forwacd 
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ioto fight as 8<xm aa th« raputee of the Foorth had been 
pctoaiycd, a»d canTing the oppoaing batteries it penetrated 
deep into the e&ttenchmeet end captured the village «{ 
TiroBhahr, which it held for several home, while the Srd 
Light Dtagoons charged some cf the hatterioB in the most 
ralla&t maimBr, sabred the guiinera, and for a time drove the 
bikhs to the farther exticBu^ of the e&treadinmiit. Bat W 
this time the short wister’e dav had come to an ozid, and m 
the darkness of a moonless night the most dire eonf luiob aioee 
legimeats and brigades becoming miied np in 
disorder, while the Sikhe, who were etili holding a portion 
of ^e cntrenchmant, having regained some of the guns from 
which th^ had been drivse, mainbuned a heavy and 
tive file. In these circumstances a partial retirement 
nocessaiy, and aherUf after midnight the tn>^ were with¬ 
drawn from the entenchment and hivouaoked a ehed; 
to the eonth and sonth-west of it Even then the PjiTrh B kept up 
their fire, and towards merning, when the moan (then 
on her last quarter) rose and revealed the pomtioD of the Bri^ 
troops, the fire bocaroo galling in tbo extreme; the fire of one 
great gnu in parttcnJnr became so destrectivo ^ot Bir Henry 
Hordinge fownd it i^ssarv to send Her hlajeety s 8(Hh and 
the Iflt European B%ht In^tiy against it, and it was gallantly 
rushed tbo former corps, captnred, and spiked. With 
daylight, howevar, all ocmfiision ceased; order wne restored - 
the troops, ihongb exhausted with faii^ and cold, and th^ 
want of food and water, fonnsd up, and moving forward with 
indomitalde resolution, once more stormed the battarieo, and, 
after a short bat despeiato confiict, drove the Bifchs threngh 
the village and expelled them from the entrenchment. Bnt 
the contest was not yet at on end; two honrs lator the Savh 
leader, Sordim Te] Singh, toonght np a fresh ornay with a 
namerona ortilleiy foom the vioiiiify of Ferozeporei and daring

Sir Harvy^ howcyer^to whom iho mliif of Lndhiiiia 
and tho avoidonoe of an eDgagtmcnt in his then utnation were 
matters of Ipredommont impartuiiOd, contented himmTf with 
keeping the ho&tilo cayoliy at bay, and^ cedmly oentinning hia 
manb, snooeeded, by a serioB of akilfnl movomon^ ID 
eating his force from its disadTOutagoous sitnatton, and coti^ 
dneted it td Lndhiana tho R^ne dajp ^ongh in doing so he 
sustained considerable loss and was mmblo to proyent tho Sikh 
horse from cnJbting o^ and plnndoiing a large portion of his 
baggage.
